Vision 
and  Prophecy  in  Amos  (1958;  re¬ 
vised  1996);  Studying  the  Book 
of  Amos  (19M):  Basic  Patterns  in 
Old  Testament  Religion  (1971): 
How  We  Got  the  Bible  (2011); 
contributions  to  the  Broadman 
Bible  CommenUry  (1970-72); 
and  several  commentaries  on 
Old  Testament  books. 

In  19^  he  retired  to  Peni^ 
Farms,  Fla.,  where  he  lived  with 
his  wife  until  her  death  in  2011.  He 
is  survived  by  his  children,  Cher¬ 
yl,  Reid,  Clare,  and  Jim,  as  well 
as  seven  grandchildren  and  four 
gi^t-grandchildren.  The  family 
will  have  a  memorial  service  at  the 
Penney  Farms  Retirement  (im¬ 
munity  on  Oct.  14.

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More  and  more  people  are  liv¬ 
ing  longer  than  ever  in  our 
nation’s  history.  The  cente¬ 
narians  in  America  continue  to  grow 
in  number  and  the  huge  numbers  are 
astounding.  When  I  hear  someone  at, 
near,  or  past  a  hundred  I  am  always 
interested  in  bearing  their  keys  to  liv- 
iiu.'  It  seems  as  thou^  we  would  be 
wue  in  listening  to  what  these  people 
do  and  how  they  act  in  order  for  them 
to  arrive  at  their  advanced  age. 

One  thing  that  alwajra  aeenu  to 
be  a  part  oftheir  lifestyle  is  en¬ 
joyment.  They  enjoy  life.  The  Bible 
says,  “A  merry  "heart  doeth  good  like  a 
medicine’  (Prov.  17:22a).  ’fhey  seem 
to  get  a  daily  dose  of  it.  I  have  seen 
some  of  these  aging  folks,  and  I  must 
confess  that  in  my  case  th^have 
uaually  been  a|ing  saints.  They  were 
amazing  in  their  exuberance  for  life.  I 
have  known  people  who  did  not  know 
who  the  people  were  around  them, 
did  not  know  who  I  was  though  we 
had  a  long-term  relationship,  and  did 
_  not  even  know  who  they  were.  And 
-  yet  their  conversation  or  interaction 
with  people  around  them  would  be 
peppered  with  chuckles.  They  were 
not  necessarily  laughing  at  a  joke  or 
telling  sojne  funny  thing  but  they  just 
seeroM  to  be  delighted  to  be  connect¬ 
ed  with  folks  and  you  could  hear  it  in 
their  gentle  and  kind  laughter. 

The  other  side  of  that  equation  also 
seems  to  be  true.  If  people  do  not 
enjoy  life  it  seems  to  move  slower  and 
just  drag  on  and  on  unhappily.  So  if 
you  want  to  live  lonper,  brighten  up, 
laugh  a  little  and  bnng  a  little  enjoy¬ 
ment  to  other  folks.  It  seems  to  work. 


Keys  to  Living 


A  second  key  has  to  do  with 
eating.  People  who  live  longer 
invariably  seem  to  have  a  balanced 
moderation  about  their  eating  habits. 
They  don’t  always  eat  healthy  food, 
but  they  do  not  nave  to  eat  everything 
on  the  table  either.  I  picked  up  a 
couple  of  modem,  proverbial  state¬ 
ments  about  eating  that  every  once  in 
a  while  jump  into  my  brain  cells.  One 
is  “llie  lanier  you  are  the  hungrier 
you  get.*  Ine  other  one  speaks  to  me 
often  and  went  something  like  this 
“Nothing  tastes  as  good  as  the  feeling 
of  being  thin.’  I  think  the  point 
is  to  keep  some  restraint  on  our 
rampant  appetite. 


The  third  k^  that  I  have  no¬ 
ticed  in  folks  that  live  longer  is 
exercising.  I  am  not  talking  about 
the  kind  olexercising  that  works  out 
four  hours  a  day,  but  they  keep  them¬ 
selves  active,  moving,  up  and  about 
and  getting  on  with  life.  Our  bod¬ 
ies  are  made  to  move  and  function. 
Certainly,  I  understand  Jiat  there  are 
impediments  to  our  movement  and 
the  spe^  with  which  we  move.  If  you 
can  get  your  joints  moviim  and  your 
muscles  flexing,  you  will  be  in  better 
shape  to  live  a  long,  long  time. 

I  went  into  a  medical  health  com¬ 
plex  over  which  there  was  a  sign  that 
read  something  like  this,  ‘There  is 


no  condition,  physical,  emotional 
or  mental  that  is  not  improved  by 
regular  exercise.’  It  stopped  me  in 
my  tradis  and  I  read  it,  reread  it  and 
thought  that  has  some  real  validity  to 
it.  It  seems  as  though  some  of  these 
old  folks  with  spry  ways  have  learned 
that  key  as  well. 

One  Inst  thing  is  endnring. 

The  problem  with  most  of  us  is  that 
we  r^ly  recognize  a  lot  of  these 
important  qumities  and  involvements 
and  yet  our  discipline  level  does  not 
last  very  lou.  Too  many  of  us  start 
and  fizue  all  at  the  same  time.  We 
do  not  follow  through  doing  the  right 
thing  consistently.  We  miss  out  on 
any  of  the  benefits  that  would  come 
from  doing  so.  We  lean  toward  being 
like  a  friend  of  mine  who  was  a  smok¬ 
er.  At  times,  I  would  get  on  to  him  for 
smoking  and  encourage  him  to  stop. 

I  can  hear  him  now  as  he  often  tola 
me,  *I  can  quit  any  time  that  I  want  to 
and,  in  fact,  I  have  done  it  thousands 
of  times.’ 

For  those  of  us  who  know  the  Lord, 
we  have  the  strenj^  of  God  to  reW 
on  and  the  indwelling  presence  of  the 
Holy  Spirit  who  comes  to  produce 
in  us  wnat  the  scripture  refers  to  as 
temperance,  self-control,  or  mavbe 
even  better  stated  a  God-controlled 
approach  to  life.  When  that  becomes 
real  in  ns  we  live,  move  and  have  our 
being  under  the  constant  lordship  and 
oversight  of  the  Lord  Himself.  It  does 
make  a  difference  in  how  we  live  and 
no  doubt  how  long  we^live.
